Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1960. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1/61  dated  31st  January,  1961. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  town  are  satisfactory. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis,  typhoid,  diphtheria  or  smallpox  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Six  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  and  nine  of  food  poisoning  were 
notified  and  details  are  given  in  Section  VI  of  this  report. 

Four  films  on  health  topics  were  shown  at  the  Savoy  Cinema  and 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Manager  for  this  service. 

Clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  has  proceeded 
smoothly.  In  all  9 clearance  areas  comprising  82  houses  and  7 indi- 
vidual unfit  houses  were  officially  represented.  One  hundred  and 
twenty- three  persons  were  rehoused  from  unfit  houses. 

A report  on  the  Slaughterhouses  in  the  town  was  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  accordance  with 
Section  3(1)  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  and  it  was  subsequently 
learned  that  the  report  had  been  accepted. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  full  publicity  to  be  given  to  the 
activities  of  No.  1 Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Oxford  Regional 
Hospital  Board  during  its  period  of  stay  in  the  town.  The  Unit  started 
the  examination  of  industrial  employees  on  21st  November  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  8,686  had  been  examined.  Full  details  of  the  findings 
of  this  survey  were  not  available  at  the  time  of  this  Report. 

I acknowledge  with  thanks  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.  The  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  clerical  staff  has  been  efficiently 
discharged.

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I.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Population.  (Table  1,  page  35).  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate 
of  the  resident  population  for  the  mid-year  1960  is  38,030  and  the  vital 
statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1951  census  was  36,817. 

Births.  (Tables  1 and  2,  page  35).  Six  hundred  and  fourteen  live 
births  (332  males  and  282  females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a crude 
birth-rate  of  16.15  per  thousand  of  the  total  population,  compared  with 
14.16  in  1959.  The  corrected  birth-rate  i.e.  that  rate  which  would  be 
arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this  district 
was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  17.28 
compared  with  17.10  for  England  and  Wales.  Twenty-nine  births  were 
illegitimate,  15  males  and  14  females. 

There  were  7 still-births  (5  males  and  2 females).  This  gives  a 
still-birth  rate  of  11.27  per  1,000  total  births  and  0.18  per  1,000  popu- 
lation. 

The  Registrar- General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  birth-rate  is  1.07. 

Deaths.  (Tables  1 and  3,  pages  35  and  Table  6,  page  37).  Four 
hundred  and  seventy-three  deaths  were  registered  of  which  221  were 
males  and  252  females.  Thirty-eight  residents  died  outside  the  Borough 
and  197  non-residents  died  within  the  Borough.  The  crude  death-rate 
is  therefore  12.44  compared  with  12.16  in  1959.  The  corrected  death- 
rate  i.e.  the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  consti- 
tution of  the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as 
the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  1 1.20  compared  with  1 1.50  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  Registrar- General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  death-rate  is  0.90. 

Table  24,  page  59,  gives  details  of  deaths  from  cancer  since  1951. 

Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  4,  page  36).  No  maternal  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  death- 
rate  of  children  under  1 year  of  age  per  1,000  births,  is  shown  in  Table 
5,  page  36,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

State  of  Employment.  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange 
covers  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Lati- 
mer, Desborough  and  Rothwell,  and  a number  of  the  villages  in  the 
Kettering  Rural  District,  and  the  following  statistics  therefore  refer  to 
the  whole  of  the  Exchange  area  and  are  in  the  respect  of  persons  18 
years  of  age  and  over.  A very  large  percentage  of  the  men  and  women 
referred  to,  do  however,  reside  in  the  Borough.

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III.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water.  The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  which  was 
formed  on  1st  July,  1949,  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  water 
supplies  to  the  Borough  of  Kettering. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  that  Board  has  very  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information,  which  relates  to  the  whole  of  the  Board’s 
area,  separate  figures  for  Kettering  being  no  longer  available. 

The  average  daily  consumption  over  the  whole  of  the  Board’s 
area  for  the  first  six  months  of  1960  was  12.239  million  gallons  per  day 
and  for  the  last  six  months  12.423  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  rainfall  for  Cransley,  Thorpe  Malsor  and  Kettering  for  1960 
was  as  follows  :

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Foul  and  surface  water  sewers  have 
been  laid  ready  to  receive  drainage  from  the  Council’s  Rectory  Field 
Housing  Estate. 

Regarding  private  estates  at  Barton  Seagrave,  sewers  have  been 
extended  on  Messrs.  Wimpey’s  estate  to  serve  the  area  off  Belvoir  Drive 
which  completes  development  of  this  estate.  Sewers  have  also  been 
extended  to  serve  the  new  Ridgway  Road  development  being  executed 
by  A.  P.  Bland  & Co.,  Ltd.,  and  houses  have  been  connected  as  devel- 
opment proceeds. 

Generally  in  the  Barton  Seagrave  area  75  houses  have  been  con- 
nected to  the  sewers  during  the  year. 
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All  sewerage  has  been  completed  on  Messrs.  Adkins  & Shaw 
Westhill  Estate  and  houses  are  being  connected  as  built. 

During  the  year  78  cesspool  emptyings  have  been  undertaken 
within  the  Borough  and  14  outside  the  Borough.  117  catchpits  have 
also  been  emptied.

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  Slade  Brook  and  culverts  were  cleaned 
out  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing.  Refuse  collection  and  disposal,  scavenging 
and  cleansing  of  streets  and  street  gullies  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year. 

Refuse  has  been  tipped  at  Cherry  Hall  on  the  east  side  of  Rock- 
ingham Road  and  this  tip  is  likely  to  be  completed  during  the  summer 
of  1961. 

The  incinerator  at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Northfield  Avenue, 
has  continued  to  give  good  service  throughout  the  year. 

Private  Street  Works.  North  Park  Drive  was  made  up  under 
the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892,  and  completed  in  August. 

District  Inspection.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
is  summarised  in  Table  9,  page  40.  Five  thousand,  four  hundred  and 
ninety-three  inspections  and  visits  were  made  during  the  year  1960, 
as  compared  with  4,815  in  1959. 

Factories.  Table  12,  page  43,  gives  particulars  of  premises  on 
the  register  and  work  done  under  the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948, 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday 
camping  purposes  during  the  year. 

The  Northampton  Road  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  fairs  was 
kept  under  sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  Attendance  at  the  Covered  Bath 
for  1960  was  79,105,  including  10,790  from  schools.  Comparative  figures 
for  1959  were  84,819  and  15,645. 
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Attendance  at  the  Open  Air  Bath  was  28,701,  as  compared  with 
51,246  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  attended  by  18,156  as  compared  with 
19,722  during  the  previous  year. 

The  paddling  pool  at  Rockingham  Road  Park  was  filled  during 
August  only,  and  kept  under  careful  supervision. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  (Table  11,  page  42). 

During  the  year  215  applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent 
Operative  were  received.  Occupiers  of  premises  where  infestations 
exist  or  are  suspected,  continue  to  seek  early  assistance  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  by  so  doing  enable  any  infestations  to  be 
quickly  eradicated. 

Despite  constant  supervision,  major  infestations  occurred  at  Cherry 
Hall  refuse  tip  and  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  at  Finedon. 

Twenty-three  infestations  by  rats  and  eight  by  mice  were  dealt 
with  at  food  premises. 

Thirty-nine  requests  for  the  destruction  of  wasps’  nests  were 
dealt  with.

IV.  HOUSING 


Individual  Unfit  Houses.  Table  13,  page  45  shows  the  houses 
which  have  been  officially  represented  as  unfit  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
1936-1957,  and  for  which  undertakings  have  been  accepted,  prior  to 
1957,  that  they  will  not  be  let  for  human  habitation. 

Table  18,  page  52,  shows  the  houses  which  were  so  represented

Other  Housing  Matters.  There  were  816  live  applications  on 
the  Councils’  Register  awaiting  consideration  for  re-housing  at  the  end 
of  1960  as  compared  with  764  at  the  end  of  1959.

Two  samples  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  were  submitted  for  bio- 
logical examination  and  negative  results  were  obtained. 

Twenty-three  washed  milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  of  these  21  were  reported  to  be  sterile,  1 
satisfactory  and  1 unsatisfactory.  Of  twenty  churn  rinses  bacteriologic- 
ally  examined,  5 were  reported  sterile,  14  satisfactory  and  one  fairly 
satisfactory. 

Ice-Cream.  Twenty-one  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  from 
five  producers  or  retailers  in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955.  All  were  reported  to  be  grade  1 (Satisfactory).  One  ice-lolly 
sample  was  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  One  ice-cream  lolly  was  reported 
to  be  grade  1 (Satisfactory). 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  There  were  three  licensed  slaughter- 
houses in  use  during  the  year. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice  has 
continued  whereby  a number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  require- 
ments from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough,  and  a local  wholesaler 
has  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for  distribution  over  a large  area 
outside  the  town.

The  number  of  carcases  examined  was  15,579  (2,081  cattle,  181 
cows,  78  calves,  7,380  pigs  and  5,859  sheep  and  lambs)  compared  with 
21,392  carcases  (2,218  cattle,  163  cows,  43  calves,  9,041  pigs  and  9,927 
sheep  and  lambs)  in  1959. 

Five  hundred  and  four  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and 
70  visits  were  made  to  Cattle  and  General  Markets.  Inspection  of  meat 
vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  undertaken  from  time  to  time. 

Twenty  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No 
contraventions  of  these  acts  were  found. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hudson,  m.r.c.v.s.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case  coming  within  the  purview  of 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894-1935. 

As  a result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found 
necessary  to  condemn  7 tons,  10  cwts.,  1 qr.,  4 lbs.  of  meat  and  offals 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing 
5 tons,  4 cwts.,  3 qrs.,  21  lbs.,  4 ozs.  were  condemned  as  a result  of 
visits  to  premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Three 
hundred  and  twenty-two  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home 
killed  meat  and  offals  and  in  addition  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
certificates  were  issued  to  traders  to  enable  them  to  obtain  compensation 
in  respect  of  unfit  foods. 

Cysticercus  Bovis.  Three  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  de- 
tected in  the  carcases  examined. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food.  The  arrangement  made  with 
members  of  the  trade  whereby  all  condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals 
is  received  by  a fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  incinerator 
at  Northfield  Depot  or  buried  in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being 
punctured  before  burial. 
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VI.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Table  23,  page  58,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Twenty-seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified. 
The  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore  0.71  per 
1,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Pneumonia.  Twenty-one  cases  of  primary  or  post-influenzal 
pneumonia  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  for  Kettering  was  0.55  per 
1,000  population.  Seventeen  deaths  were  ascribed  to  pneumonia,  the 
figures  for  the  previous  year  being  32  cases  notified  and  14  deaths 
attributed  to  pneumonia  (all  forms). 

Erysipelas.  Five  cases  were  notified,  giving  a total  attack  rate  of 
0.13  per  1,000  population. 

Whooping  Cough.  Thirty-one  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified.  The  attack  rate  was  0.82  per  1,000  population.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Measles.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-two  notifications  of  measles 
were  received.  The  local  attack  rate  was  9.26  per  1,000  population. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Meningococcal  Infection.  Two  notifications  were  received. 

Enteric  Fever.  Six  cases  of  paratypoid  fever  were  notified.  One 
was  a food  handler  who  had  several  courses  of  treatment  before  his 
condition  was  cleared.  He  transferred  to  work  which  did  not  involve 
food  handling.  The  other  five  cases  were  members  of  two  families  who 
were  friends.  No  connection  was  established  between  these  cases  and 
the  food  handler. 

Dysentery.  Four  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Infectious  Hepatitis.  Seven  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis 
were  received. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Thirteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  a small  increase  on  last 
year  being  77  as  compared  with  73  in  1959  as  shown  in  Table  24, 
page  59. 

Food  Poisoning.  Salmonella  heidelberg  was  the  cause  of  six 
cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year.  Two  were  “single”  cases  with 
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no  apparent  connection  with  any  other  known  cases,  although  one  had 
also  been  infected  in  1959,  and  had  then  remained  “positive”  for  13 
weeks.  Two  were  in  the  same  ward  of  a hospital  but  examination  of 
hospital  contacts  proved  negative.  The  remaining  two  cases  were  a 
father  and  daughter  with  no  known  contact  with  other  cases. 

One  notified  case  of  salmonella  typhimurium  infection  resulted  in 
the  finding  of  five  symptomless  carriers  in  the  two  families  consisting 
of  eighteen  persons.  One  “single”  case  of  salmonella  typhimurium  with 
no  known  contact  with  other  cases  was  a member  of  H.M.  Forces  on 
week-end  leave  when  he  became  ill. 

Two  cases  of  salmonella  thompson  infection  were  notified.  The 
patients  became  ill  after  a day  trip  to  a seaside  resort  where  they  had  a 
meal  at  a cafe.  Enquiry  from  the  local  authority  concerned  revealed  no 
evidence  of  other  cases. 

One  case  of  staphylococcus  albus  infection  was  believed  to  have 
been  caused  by  eating  dressed  crab. 

Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Service.  Forty-three  articles  of 
clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected.  One  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
articles  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners.  Twenty-five  rooms 
were  disinfected. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Kettering  and  District  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding,  etc., 
to  be  carried  out  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  continued  in  force  but  was  not 
used.  The  increasing  use  of  interior  sprung  mattresses  which  are  not 
suitable  for  steam  disinfection  accounts  for  the  reduction  of  this  service.

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VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


Thirteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  four  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1960.  In  1959  the  figures  were 
16  and  3 respectively.  The  Registrar- General  returns  the  numbers  of 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis  as:  pulmonary  3,  non-pulmonary  nil.  In 
1959  the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar- General  were  the  same. 

Table  25,  on  page  60,  shows  the  age  groups  of  both  the  new  cases 
and  the  deaths. 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  are 
admitted  to  a sanatorium. 

The  Kettering  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  undertakes  the  care 
and  after-care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  gives  valuable 
assistance  to  patients  and  their  families,  by  the  provision  of  milk, 
groceries,  etc.,  to  suitable  cases. 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


National  Assistance  Act,  1947,  Section  47,  Persons  in  need 
of  Care  and  Attention.  Several  visits  were  paid  to  persons  who 
came  under  notice  during  the  year,  but  in  only  one  case  was  it  necessary 
to  obtain  a Court  Order  under  this  Section.  The  old  gentleman  con- 
cerned agreed  to  remain  in  hospital  as  a voluntary  patient  for  as  long 
as  necessary  after  the  expiration  of  the  three  weeks  for  which  the  Court 
Order  was  granted. 

Welfare  of  the  Aged.  Mrs.  D.  Stirling,  the  Honorary  Secretary 
of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  for  me  regarding  their  work  during  the 
year  : — 

“The  Association  has  continued  its  work  of  visiting  and  helping 
elderly  people  and  from  funds  raised  has  been  enabled  to  distribute 
£250  worth  of  5/-  coal  vouchers  which  were  greatly  appreciated.  The 
visiting  of  the  elderly  is  still  somewhat  restricted  by  lack  of  helpers 
and  anyone  with  only  a little  time  to  spare  would  be  welcomed. 

During  the  year  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council  assumed 
financial  responsibility  for  the  Chiropody  Service”. 

The  three  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  organised  under  the  auspices  of 
the  W.V.S.  have  continued  to  provide  social  activities  and  holidays  for 
members  and  these  have  all  proved  very  popular. 

The  St.  John’s  Over  Sixty  Club  which  serves  the  vicinity  of  the 
Grange  Estate  also  continued  to  provide  social  events  throughout  the 
year. 


Meals  on  Wheels  Service.  Mrs.  N.  G.  Wcotton,  the  organiser 
of  this  service  which  is  operated  by  the  W.V.S.  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  report  : — 

“During  the  year  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  continued  on  the 
same  lines  as  previously,  deliveries  being  made  twice  a week-— on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

A total  of  5,309  meals  were  delivered  in  the  year,  the  weekly  total 
varying  between  98  in  January  and  130  in  December.  Applications 
have  continued  to  be  received  from  Doctors,  Nurses,  relatives  and 
neighbours  on  behalf  of  old  people  in  need  of  the  service.  Requests 
have  also  been  received  from  Hospital  when  elderly  patients  have  been 
sent  home  after  a period  of  illness. 

In  September  it  was  necessary  to  bring  into  use  an  extra  container 
which  enabled  an  additional  12  meals  to  be  delivered  each  day.  The 
demand  for  the  service  gradually  increased  until  in  December,  of  a 
possible  72  meals  70  were  actually  delivered  on  one  day”. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  50,  Disposal  of  the 
Dead.  One  child  was  buried  under  this  scheme  by  the  local  authority 
during  the  year. 
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IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 


Examination  of  Employees.  Eleven  males  and  four  females 
were  medically  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  were 
considered  fit  for  employment  in  the  Council’s  service. 

Cremations.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  crema- 
tions were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  the  Kettering  Crematorium, 
and  of  this  number  264  were  Kettering  residents. 

On  nine  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to 
enlist  the  services  of  the  Pathologist  appointed  by  the  Council  in 
pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations,  1930. 
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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  ON 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1980 


(a)  Staff 

The  year  was  overshadowed  by  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  G.  Davies  as 
a result  of  a car  accident  at  Brockworth,  near  Gloucester,  on  25th  June, 
1960.  Mr.  Davies  had  served  Kettering  well  as  an  Additional  Inspector 
since  April,  1955,  and  was  an  experienced,  considerate,  conscientious, 
and  very  loyal  colleague. 

Mr.  G.  Harrison  came  in  his  place  from  Leicester  in  September. 

In  December,  Mr.  D.  A.  Lovell  obtained  the  Royal  Society  of 
Health’s  Diploma  in  the  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

At  a meeting  of  the  East  Midland  Centre  of  the  Association  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  May,  papers  were  given  by  Mr.  D.  W. 
Keightley  on  “Nitrazine  Yellow  as  an  Aid  to  Meat  Inspection”,  and 
by  myself  on  “Sewer  Baiting  with  Warfarin”.  Both  caused  considerable 
interest  and  were  subsequently  published  in  “The  Sanitarian”. 

(b)  House  Inspection,  (i)  Clearance. 

In  1960  the  number  of  houses  inspected  and  represented  as  unlit, 
reached  its  peak— 89,  compared  with  72  in  1959,  35  more  than  had  been 
estimated.  Of  these,  82  were  in  9 clearance  areas,  and  7 were  individual 
unlit  houses. 

Thirty-seven  of  these  houses  were  in  the  older  part  of  the  town 
bounded  by  Victoria  Street,  Montagu  Street,  Water  Street  and  Mill 
Road,  most  of  the  remainder  being  in  Grange  Road,  Lawson  Street, 
Cross  Street  and  London  Road. 

In  the  case  of  two  individual  unlit  houses  it  was  possible  to  extend 
their  life  by  extensive  repairs. 

Only  Prospect  Place,  the  cottages  opposite  St.  Mary’s  Hospital, 
were  of  any  antique  or  artistic  merit.  These,  unfortunately,  had  to  be 
weighed  against  inadequate  lighting,  dampness,  bad  arrangement,  and 
the  effect  of  the  stresses  and  strains  of  the  years.  According  to  the  date 
stone  they  were  built  in  1847. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  only  22  of  the  351  houses  listed  for  inspection 
remained  to  be  dealt  with. 

In  January,  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular 
No.  2/60  required  Local  Authorities  to  review  their  clearance  pro- 
grammes. The  older  areas  of  the  town  were,  therefore,  considered  with 
a view  to  systematic  clearance  as  they  became  ripe  for  such  action  and 
to  establish  where  reconditioning  was  not  justified. 

This  v/ork  was  complicated  by  the  uneven  standard  of  construction 
and  maintenance  of  property  even  in  the  same  row  of  houses.  Rented 
houses  becoming  vacant  are  automatically  decontrolled.  They  are 
usually  sold  for  owner-occupation  and  considerable  sums  spent  on  them. 
In  contrast,  landlords  are  still  reluctant  to  carry  out  more  than  the 
barest  maintenance  on  their  houses. 
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House  Inspection,  (ii)  Repairs 

To  ensure  a proper  standard  of  maintenance  and  check  the  uneven 
rate  of  deterioration  described  above,  house-to-house  inspection  was 
resumed  toward  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  dealt  with  in  this 
way  was  small,  24  houses,  but  sufficient  to  show  the  considerable 
change  in  such  property  in  the  past  twenty  years. 

Whereas  20%  of  houses  inspected  for  clearance  during  the  year 
were  owner-occupied,  the  proportion  among  these  24  houses  was  over 
50%.  While  these  were  generally  well  maintained,  their  owners  appre- 
ciated advice  on  such  matters  as  dealing  with  dampness  and  obtaining 
improvement  grants. 

(c)  Factories  and  Workplaces 

Beside  routine  inspections  under  the  Factories  Acts,  six  complaints 
of  noise  were  investigated. 

It  has  been  said  that  noise  is  a sign  of  inefficiency,  and  this  proved 
sometimes  to  be  the  case,  better  or  more  smoothly  running  machines 
minimising  the  nuisances. 

There  is  no  arbitrary  standard  of  noise  nuisance.  Its  effect  depends 
on  volume,  pitch,  time  and  place,  whether  spasmodic  or  continuous, 
and  the  extent  to  which  it  is  submerged  by  other  noises.  Noises  hardly 
noticeable  in  the  day  give  rise  to  serious  complaint  at  night.  One  noise, 
reduced  in  volume  but  raised  in  pitch,  was  found  more  objectionable. 

Not  all  noise  complaints  concern  machinery.  One  arose  from  work- 
people playing  skittles  in  the  tea  break  and  another  from  the  exuberance 
of  an  Italian  family. 

A considerable  improvement  in  the  working  temperature  in  one 
large  shop  was  obtained  by  the  installation  of  night  storage  heaters. 

(d)  Air  Pollution 

When  the  Clean  Air  Act  first  came  into  force  there  was  a notice- 
able improvement  in  industrial  pollution  quite  apart  from  the  trend 
due  to  the  gradual  replacement  of  inefficient  by  more  efficient  plant. 
By  1960  there  were  small  signs  that  industrialists  and  their  boiler  house 
operatives  were  relaxing  their  efforts. 

In  dealing  with  the  following,  we  were  helped  by  the  newly 
appointed  Area  Fuel  Adviser  to  the  National  Coal  Board  and  by  the 
technical  advisory  services  of  various  oil  suppliers. 

(1)  Soot  deposit  from  an  economic  boiler  with  an  unsuitable  mechan- 
ical stoker  and  too  low  a load  was  reduced  by  a change  of  coal 
supply  and  adjustments  to  the  plant.  Several  complaints,  were 
none  the  less,  received  as  a result  of  the  inevitable  soot  blowing. 

(2)  Soot  deposit  from  oil-fired  ovens  was  reduced  by  improving 
access  to  flues  for  cleaning. 

(3)  Smoke  from  an  old  hand  fired  Lancashire  boiler  was  reduced  by 
the  provision  of  smoke  eliminator  doors  and  a change  in  fuel. 

(4)  Grit  nuisance  from  a vertical  boiler  with  underfeed  stoker  followed 
changes  in  the  plant,  but  was  soon  eliminated. 
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(5)  Smoke  from  two  sectional  boilers  with  underfeed  stokers  was 
reduced  through  greater  care  by  the  boiler  house  operatives. 

(6)  Smoke  from  an  incinerator  was  reduced  by  more  careful  operation. 

(7)  A mysterious,  diffuse,  and  very  offensive  smell  in  the  Bath  Road 
area  was  dealt  with  through  the  co-operation  of  the  East  Midlands 
Gas  Board. 

(8)  Advice  was  given  to  a firm  using  coal  and  coke  on  a vertical  boiler 
to  reduce  smoke  emission  in  lighting  up. 

(9)  Complaints  of  fumes  from  leather  dressing,  paint  spraying  and 
from  a stationary  diesel  engine  were  also  dealt  with. 

The  introduction  of  a diesel  shunter  at  Kettering  British  Railways 
goods  station,  and  the  increasing  dieselisation  of  rail  services  should 
have  reduced  pollution  from  this  source.  Considerable  smoke  is  occa- 
sionally made  by  northbound  trains  leaving  Kettering  with  inadequate 
reserves  of  steam  for  the  gradient. 

In  December  plans  submitted  for  a new  boilerhouse  at  Kettering 
General  Hospital  were  given  prior  approval  under  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

All  plans  involving  provision  of  boilers  and  chimneys  for  other 
than  domestic  use  were  examined  and  additions  to  chimney  heights 
secured  in  three  cases  to  ensure  effective  dispersal  of  smoke  and  fumes. 

The  average  monthly  deposit  obtained  by  the  air  pollution  deposit 
gauge  at  Satra  House  decreased  from  7.90  tons  in  1959,  to  7.40  tons  in 
1960,  an  appreciable  improvement  on  the  16  tons  first  recorded  in 
October,  1957.  The  average  deposit  at  the  Manor  House  gauge,  how- 
ever, increased  again  from  8.1  to  8.47  tons  per  square  mile.  Although 
statistics  on  wind  direction  were  not  available  for  several  months  of 
the  year,  high  readings  at  Manor  House  appear  to  correspond  with 
winds  from  the  north  and  north  east. 

The  greatest  scope  for  obtaining  cleaner  air  in  Kettering  lies  in  a 
reduction  in  domestic  smoke — cause  of  the  greater  part  of  its  pollution 
—by  adopting  smokeless  fuels  and  appliances.  The  fine  particles  of 
sticky  hydrocarbon  smoke  being  discharged  at  low  level,  are  less  easily 
dispersed  than  factory  smoke  from  high  chimneys,  remain  almost 
permanently  in  suspension,  and  cut  us  off  from  daylight  and  sunlight 
most  in  winter  when  it  is  scarcest  and  most  needed.  The  defensive 
mechanism  of  our  breathing  apparatus  cannot  cope  with  such  minute 
invaders,  or  with  the  sulphurous  gases  given  off  with  them. 

I am  grateful  to  Kettering’s  Pensioners’  Parliament  for  having 
afforded  me  a platform  from  which  to  draw  attention  to  the  importance 
of  this  subject,  and  was  encouraged  by  the  interest  shown  by  its 
members. 

(e)  Meat  Inspection 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  Kettering 
dropped  from  21,392  in  1959  to  15,579  in  1960,  the  decrease  being 
mainly  in  sheep  and  pigs. 

Only  one  whole  carcase,  a pig,  was  condemned  for  tuberculosis 
and  the  percentage  of  animals  affected  in  some  degree  with  tuberculosis 
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again  decreased  from  6.89  to  1.59  in  the  case  of  cattle  excluding  cows, 
from  14.72  to  9.94  for  cows,  and  from  1.61  to  1.29  for  pigs.  As  might 
be  expected,  the  result  of  the  tuberculosis  eradication  scheme  is  most 
marked  among  young  heifers  and  steers. 

Twenty  whole  carcases  were  condemned  for  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis,  compared  with  50  in  1959,  though  the  general  incidence 
of  these  diseases  remained  about  the  same. 

In  each  of  the  three  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  only  one  cyst  was 
found.  In  two  cases  live  cysts  were  found  in  the  cheek  muscles  and  in 
the  other  a degenerated  cyst  in  the  heart  wall.  The  authorities  where 
the  farms  concerned  were  situated  were  notified. 

Five  certificates  for  the  export  of  meat  and  meat  products  were 
issued  during  the  year,  and  a quantity  of  meat  imported  from  Eire 
was  inspected. 

(f ) Food  Hygiene 

The  number  of  food  premises  in  the  borough  has  decreased  yearly 
from  467  in  1957  to  434  in  1960.  The  trend  is  spread  over  a number  of 
trades  and  is  doubtless  due  to  consolidation  into  fewer  hands. 

One  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  visits  to  such  premises 
were  made,  compared  with  1,132  in  1959.  Whilst  there  was  further 
progress  in  bringing  them  to  a proper  standard,  (the  number  of  works 
carried  out  was  36  compared  with  18  in  1959),  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement,  especially  in  the  care  taken  by  food  handlers.  It  would 
help  if  the  public  were  more  fastidious  about  food  hygiene,  awarding 
both  praise  and  blame  to  food  traders  whenever  merited. 

Samples  of  foods  liable  to  convey  food  poisoning  organisms  were 
taken,  especially  during  the  warmer  weather  when  the  risk  is  greatest. 
Although  scanty  and  moderate  growths  of  a potential  food  poisoning 
organism  (staphylococcus  albus),  were  found  on  several  occasions,  in 
only  one,  where  the  growth  was  heavy,  was  the  food  associated  with  a 
known  case  of  illness.  The  samples  submitted  were  as  follows  :

In  addition  121  milk  samples  were  taken  (101  in  1959),  and  23 
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washed  milk  bottles  (15  in  1959),  and  20  churn  rinses  (12  in  1959) 
were  submitted,  with  results  summarised  in  Part  V.  Although  the 
cartons  are  chilled  in  the  machines,  8 out  of  22  samples  of  milk  from 
vending  machines  failed  the  test  for  keeping  quality.  By  the  summer 
of  1961  it  is  hoped  that  all  milk  sold  in  this  way  in  Kettering  will  be 
pasteurised,  which  should  obviate  this. 

A campaign  was  launched  in  May,  in  conjunction  with  local 
dairymen,  urging  the  public  to  rinse  and  return  milk  bottles  promptly. 
Posters  were  carried  by  milk  delivery  vehicles  and  a display  of  photo- 
graphs and  other  exhibits  was  arranged  in  the  entrance  to  the  Public 
Library  to  illustrate  the  care  taken  to  safeguard  the  milk  supply,  and 
the  results  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  consumers. 

In  November  copies  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food’s  3rd  and  4th  Food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice  dealing  with  the 
hygiene  of  the  fish  trade  were  issued  to  retailers  in  the  borough. 

Eleven  complaints  concerning  food  were  investigated  during  the 
year.  No  proceedings  were  instituted,  but  strong  warning  letters  were 
sent  to  the  traders  concerned  in  two  cases.  The  complaints  concerned: 

(1)  Metal  in  spearmint. 

(2)  Sale  of  sour  milk  from  vending  machine. 

(3)  Aluminium  foil  in  a bottle  of  orange  drink. 

(4)  Dirt  on  sliced  bread. 

(5)  String  in  biscuit. 

(6)  Maggot  in  tinned  tomatoes. 

(7)  Parasite  in  cod  fish. 

(8)  Insect  eggs  and  larvae  in  milk  bottle. 

(9)  Dirt  in  orange  drink  bottle. 

(10)  Moth  in  loaf  of  bread. 

(11)  Maggot  in  chitterlings. 

(g)  Water  Supplies 

Samples  were  submitted  for  bacterial  examination  of  the  water 
supplies  to  the  four  houses  in  the  town  still  not  on  the  mains.  In  two 
cases  the  report  was  “Very  Satisfactory”  and  in  the  other  two  “Slightly 
suspicious  count,  but  no  evidence  of  faecal  pollution”.  Samples  from 
two  houses  where  the  well  water  was  subsidiary  to  the  mains  supply 
were  submitted  and  found  also  only  “Slightly  suspicious”.  All  13 
samples  of  the  town’s  mains  were  reported  to  be  “Very  Satisfactory”. 

(h)  Swimming  Baths,  etc. 

The  twelve  samples  taken  from  the  Corporation’s  indoor  swim- 
ming pool  and  the  five  from  the  open  air  pool  were  all  “Very  Satis- 
factory”, as  were  both  samples  from  the  Henry  Gotch  Secondary 
Modern  School  pool. 

While  four  of  the  ten  samples  from  Wicksteed  Park  paddling  pools 
were  similarly  good,  the  rest  were  less  satisfactory,  as  was  one  of  the 
two  samples  from  Rockingham  Road  Park.  Considerable  care  is  needed 
to  overcome  the  contamination  from  various  sources  which  occurs  in 
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such  paddling  pools.  Measures  have,  however,  been  devised  to  keep  it 
to  a minimum. 

Samples  taken  from  the  Ise  River  and  the  Slade  Brook  showed  no 
increase  in  pollution  in  their  passage  through  the  borough. 

(i)  Rodent  Control 

Although  the  number  of  requests  for  the  assistance  of  the  Rodent 
Operative  was  fewer  than  in  1959,  (215  compared  with  290),  more 
visits  were  undertaken  and,  as  Table  II  shows,  a considerable  amount 
of  “Warfarin”  poison  had  to  be  used. 

The  number  of  rats  found  poisoned  increased  from  349  to  577,  a 
large  proportion  of  these  being  at  the  tip.  The  number  killed  is,  of 
course,  less  important  than  the  number  surviving  to  continue  breeding. 
Occupiers  are  required  by  law  to  notify  any  infestation  by  rats  or  mice. 
What  can  happen  if  they  neglect  that  responsibility  was  well  illustrated 
when  over  a hundred  mice  were  killed  on  one  premises. 

The  tactics  employed  in  the  sewer  maintenance  treatment  was 
again  varied  to  take  advantage  of  the  reduction  in  the  rat  population 
of  the  sewers  due  to  the  use  of  “Warfarin”  to  effect  some  economy  in 
manpower  to  offset  the  higher  cost  of  “Warfarin”  compared  with  the 
traditional  poison.  Sausage  rusk  was  used  for  test  baiting,  since  it 
appears  to  be  one  of  the  most  attractive  baits  obtainable  at  reasonable 
cost. 

The  original  experimental  area  between  Rockingham  Road,  Wood 
Street  and  Bath  Road  and  Montagu  Street,  which  had  received  no 
treatment  the  previous  autumn,  was  treated  as  a test  bait  area  in  the 
spring.  Thirteen  of  the  fifty-seven  manholes  showed  complete  “takes” 
indicating  that  the  rat  population  was  building  up  again.  All  manholes 
showing  “takes”  were  treated  with  “Warfarin”  on  the  fifth  and  tenth 
days.  The  results  are  summarised  in  Table  10. 

For  the  autumn  treatment  the  whole  of  the  central  area  was  test 
baited  with  sausage  rusk  and  the  19%  where  “takes”  were  observed, 
treated  with  “Warfarin”.  Percentage  “takes”  in  the  corresponding 
treatments  for  1957,  1958  and  1959,  were  62%,  54.5%  and  36.8% 
respectively,  suggesting  a progressive  improvement. 

(j)  Conclusion 

While  1960  will  probably  be  remembered  most,  so  far  as  health 
inspection  in  Kettering  is  concerned,  as  the  year  in  which  slum  clear- 
ance inspection  reached  its  peak,  it  was  also  important  as  a year  in 
which  a new  phase  in  house  inspection,  and  the  future  of  slaughter- 
houses in  the  town,  had  to  be  thought  out  amid  an  ever  increasing 
variety  of  other  problems.  If  the  year  was  not  all  straightforward,  this 
was  not  due  to  any  lack  of  co-operation,  for  which  I sincerely  thank 
the  members  of  the  Council,  my  colleagues,  both  inside  and  outside 
the  Health  Department,  and  all  those  most  concerned.
